Re: Pigeon Lake Water Supply 


Under letter of the 11th instant from the City Clerk, I have 
been advised of the Resolution adopted by the Council at the ad- 
journed meeting held on the 10th instant. This Resolution re- 
quests information as to the following: 


(a) AVAILABLE QUANTITY AND 
QUALITY OF WATER SUPPLY. 


At the present time there is in sight in Pigeon Lake a quan- 
tity of water considerably more than fifty years of Edmonton’s 
annual present consumption; addition, the lake area alone is 
capable of supplying one year of Edmonton’s present consump- 
tion for every 41% inches of rainfall, and Edmonton’s rainfall is 
about 18 inches annually. This lake is what is commonly kndwn 
as a spring lake, or, in other words, it is a huge well of water with 
the abilities of supplying additional quantities of water as the 
hydraulic surface is lowered by the removal of water. This is 
based on the well-known principle of a spring or well supplying 
more water as it is relieved of water by pump’ ‘ng or otherwise— 
that is to say, it is quite possible for a spring lake of the size of 
Pigeon Lake to yield a considerable quantity of water annually 
provided its surface is lowered by artificial means. 


(b) THE TOTAL COST OF THE SCHEME 
BASED ON PRESENT PRICES. 


A conservative estimate of such costs is One and Three-quar- 
ter Million Dollars ($1,750,000). 


A FULL STATEMENT AS TO THE BASE RATE 
UPON WHICH WATER WILL BE SUPPLIED. 


The base rate will be according to the last financial statemert 
of the City’s Waterworks Department, and will not be more than 
the present pumping and filtration cost; as the consumption in- 
creases the rates are to be lowered. The proposal contemplates 
the delivery of water through a meter into your distribution sys- 
tem, the City undertaking the distribution to consumers. 


(c) 


Generally. 
MY PRESENT PROPOSALS TO THE CITY ARE AS 
FOLLOWS: 


(a) The delivery to the City of a supply of water more than suf- 
ficient to meet its present or prospective consumption, of a qual- 
ity far exceeding the water now being delivered to the citizens; 
attached hereto is an analysis of the water proposed to be de- 
livered. 

(b) The City is not called upon to contribute any part of the cost 
of bringing water to the City Limits, and the proposal should be 
considered in the light of the City’s supply of water being placed 
at such limits. 


(c) Consumers will not be charged a larger rate than is now be- 
ing charged by the City, with the additional advantage that as the 
consumption increases such rates will be lowered. 


(d) The City will no longer be under the obligat‘on of incurring 
heavy capital charges by way of pumping and filtration stations 
or basins or other charges of a like capital nature.

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NOT HIS CORNER

A BAD INVESTMENT 

Apparently the National Merchant Marine is 
on the rocks, high and dry, and may as well be! 
accounted something like a total loss. Originally 
the 65 vessels cost $53,000,000, an outrageous 
price, due to high construction costs prevailing 
efter the war. In the interval they have piled up 
deficits which make their total absorption of tax- 
payers money $70,000,000, They are not built for 
carrying grain on the lakes, and seemingly cannot 
operate on the high seas without losing about ten 
per cent. of their capital cost per year. No doubt 
they can be sold for some fraction of what the 
country has spent on them, but only a fractien.

Germany tried that expedient, and the result is 
hardly such as to commend it to any body of men 
likely to be entrusted with the conduct of a na- 
tion’s affairs, least of all to a Prime Minister of 
Great Britain who has been trained in the school 
of business experience, All that Germany gained 
by the experiment is the ruination of what little 
credit it had left, and the knowledge that it can 
never redeem its notes.
